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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-6 & 8-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Chiarabini et al . 

Chiarabini et al discloses (Figures 6-9 & 13; column 6, 
line 50 - column 1, line 17; column 9, lines 49-64; column 11, 
lines 13-18) a print control system in which a print dialog box 
is displayed (Figure 6) with options for displaying and 
modifying print settings, including an indication of a paper 
selection, and then confirming and issuing (the "OK" button) the 
print job. A printing information dialog box including an 
indication of a paper selection is displayed after confirming 
the print job (either the error display of Figure 8 or the 
preview display of Figure 9 or Figure 13) . In the case of the 
Figure 13 preview display, this box displays a modifiable 
synopsis (a zoomable preview) used to direct the print job to an 
output file until the job has been finished. 

Re claim 2, the print dialog box includes page scale size. 

Re claim 3 & 27, the print dialog box includes a "cancel" 
button to cancel the print job. 
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Re claims 4-6, 13-15, 18-24, 25-28, 34-36, & 39-45, the 
printing information dialog box has "OK" and "cancel" buttons to 
respectively enable and issue (either for a first time or for an 
additional instance) and cancel the print job. 

Re claim 12, 16, 19, 33, 37, & 40, the printing information 
dialog box enables the editable selection of a paper type, which 
is readable upon the (not further described) "print selection 
device" , 

Re claim 17-24 & 38-45, the "resubmission" of a print job 
by repeating the steps of submitting the original print job 
again follows the described steps (displaying the print dialog 
box again, selecting settings in the new print dialog box, 
confirming the settings by selecting the "OK" button in the 
print dialog box, displaying the printing information dialog box 
again, selecting the output file in the printing information 
dialog box, and issuing the print job by. selecting the "OK" 
button in the printing information dialog box) . 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 
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4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: 

Re claim 7, the art of record does not teach or suggest the 
display of the listed settings (including all of printer name, 
printer ports, timeout settings, color management, output 
printer settings, banner settings, paper selection, document 
size, print size, paper type, printer tray, print resolution, 
edge smoothing flags, toner savings flag, graphics 
configuration, accessories, statistics, and watermark 
properties) in a printing information dialog box that is 
displayed after print settings have already been entered and 
confirmed in an initial print dialog box. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, see Response filed 9/9/04, with 
respect to the re j ection (s) of claim(s) 1-6 & 8-45 under 35 USC 
§102 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground (s) of rejection is made in view of 
Chiarabini et al .
